THE  HIERARCHY  let  it  be 
known  yesterday  that  it  is  pre- 
pared to  wage  an  all-out  battle 
against  Kennedy’s  bill  unless  the 
legislation  is  amended  to  include 
long-term,  low-interest  federal 
loans  for  private  schools. 

This  decision  emanated  from 
a secret  meeting  held  here  Wed- 
nesday by  the  five  American 
Cardinals  and  10  Bishops  who 
constitute  the  administrative 
board  of  the  National  Catholic 
Welfare  Conference.  This  board 
is  the  coordinating  body  of  the 
U.  S.  hierarchy. 

ITS  CHAIRMAN,  Archbishop 
Karl  J.  Alter  of  Cincinnati,  is- 
sued a carefully  worded  state- 
ment yesterday  about  the  board’s 
action. 

“In  the  event  that  there  is 
federal  aid  to  education,”  he 
said.  “We  are  deeply  convinced 
that  in  justice  Catholic  school 
children  should  be  given  the 
right  to  participate. 

“We  hold  it  to  be  strictly 
within  the  framework  , of  the 
Constitution  that  long  - term, 
low-interest  loans  to  private  in- 
stitutions could  be  part  of  the 
federal  aid  program.”
